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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but before the filing of a 
Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or the commencement of a civil 
action. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 12/1 1/2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-19, 25-33 have been canceled, claims 20-24 have been amended, and new 
claims 34-40 have been added. Claims 20-24 and 34-40 are pending and have been examined. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner indicated that this application would be in condition for allowance if the 
independent claims 20 and 34 are each amended to include the features of claim 40 with respect 
to Just-In-Time processing when no native image is found, and native execution when a native 
image is found. Further amendments to claims 20, 34, and 39 clarify that the native image 
repository stores native executables for a plurality of different platforms. The above features, 
taken in combination with all remaining features of the independent claim are not taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record. The apphcant agreed to amend the independent claims 20, 
34, and 39 as indicated by the examiner. The distinctions provided by the independent claims 
apply equally to all dependent claims. Thus all pending claims 20-24 and 34-40 are allowed.
